CURRENT SITUATION: Fire activity continued in California. Minimal fire
activity was reported elsewhere. Several units in California continue to
report very high and extreme fire iIndices.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

AZALEA, Vandenberg Air Force Base. This fire is located 2 miles north of
Lompoc, CA. The threat to Vandenberg Village has diminished. Prison
housing remains threatened.

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

WILLIAMS, Nevada-Yuba-Placer Ranger Unit, California Department of
Forestry. A State Type | Incident Management Team (Finnie) is assigned.
Twenty homes have been burned. A propane tank farm, winery and the
communities of Oregon-House and Collins Lake are currently threatened.
Access, capricious winds, poor visibility and limited water are hampering
suppression efforts.

PONDEROSA, Tehama-Glenn Ranger Unit, California Department of Forestry. A
State Type I Incident Management Team (Posten) is assigned. This fire
burned through the community of Ponderosa Sky Ranch, with no structure
losses. Steep terrain, access and winds are causing control problems.

Temperatures will be in the
70"s in the mountains, the 80°"s and lower 90"s in the coastal valleys, and
the 90"s in the iInterior valleys and deserts.

Washington and Oregon will have patchy morning fog and low clouds,
becoming mostly sunny during the afternoon. Temperatures will be in the
50"s in the mountains and 60"s and 70"s at the lower elevations.

Nevada and Utah will be sunny and warmer. Temperatures will be in the 60"s
and 70"s, except in the interior valleys and deserts where it will be in
the 80"s and 90°s.

Montana will be partly cloudy with a few mountain showers. 1t will be
warmer and not as windy. Temperatures will be In the 60"s and 70"s.

The Southeast will be mostly cloudy with scattered showers and
thunderstorms. Temperatures will be in the 70"s and 80°s.
